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12. (Original) The method according to claim 11 wherein the 
disease is a skin disorder or skin disease. 

13. (Original) The method according to claim 12 wherein the 
skin disorder or skin disease is selected from: keloids, lichen 
planus, ichtyosis, acne, psoriasis, Dernier' s disease, eczema, 
atopic dermatitis, chloracne, pityriasis, and hirsuitism. 

14. (Original) The method according to claim 11 wherein the 
disease is a liver disorder or liver disease.
